1 . Applicants' amendment filed April 21 , 2008 is acknowledged. Accordingly, 
claims 1 , 3-6, 8-35, 37-38, and 42-67 remain pending in this case. Claims 1 , 3-4, 8-1 1 , 
14-16, 18, 22, 26, 28-30, 33-35, 37-38, 42-45, 48-49, 52-56, 60-61, 63-64, and 67 are 
currently amended. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. Regarding the claimed terms, the Examiner notes that a "general term must be 
understood in the context in which the inventor presents it." In re Glaug 283 F.3d 1335, 
1340, 62 USPQ2d 1 151 , 1 154 (Fed. Cir. 2002). Therefore the Examiner must interpret 
the claimed terms as found on pages 1-101 of the specification. Clearly almost all the 
general terms in the claims may have multiple meanings. So where a claim term "is 
susceptible to various meanings, ... the inventor's lexicography must prevail . . . ." jd. 
Using these definitions for the claims, the claimed invention was not reasonably found in 
the prior art. 

4. The primary reference, Ehlers et al (US 5,572,438), discloses as previously 
discussed. Ehlers does not, however disclose at least the step of measuring the 
instantaneous rate of at which the commodity is being delivered to each device of the 
subset of devices in real time, nor the step of having a plurality of devices, each 
associated with its own node, for which usage may be of the commodity may be 
managed by activating the program. Moreover the missing claimed elements from 
Ehlers are not found in a reasonable number of references. Yet even if the missing 
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claimed elements were found in a reasonable number of references, a person of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made would not have been 
motivated to include these missing elements in an embodiment in the Ehlers disclosure 
because the instant invention also requires a change in orientation from measurement 
for the sake of comparison in use of a commodity and measurement for the sake of 
managing or rationing a commodity.
